Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I in the reply filed on 8/1 5/07 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 44-49 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/15/07. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 22 and 42 are objected to because of the following informalities: on line 3 of each 
of claims 22 and 42, the abbreviation ABS should perhaps be the appropriate names instead of 
the acronym. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. ■ Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

6. Claim 1 recites "the or the" on lines 7, 9, 13, 14, 16, 18, and line 20 and recites "the or" 
on lines 8, 12, and 20. These phrase are altogether unclear as to what applicant intends to recite. 

7. Claim 4 recites the limitation "at least two rim portions" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

8. Claim 5 recites the limitation "two rim portions" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claim 6 recites the limitation "at least one rim portion" in lines 2-3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. Claim 1 1 recites "the or each" in line 2 which is vague, indefinite, and unclear. 

1 1 . Claim 20 recites the limitation "adjacent rim portions" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

12. In claim 32, line 3, the recitation "and/or" is unclear and indefinite as to what the 
applicant intends to recite and whether applicant intends the combination or the alternative. 

13. Claim 38 recites the limitation "an automotive vehicle" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 1-43 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
